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Marylebone is the London terminus of the Great 
Central Railway, the most recent of the connections 
between the metropolis and the North of England. It 
was opened some years ago, and now that Londoners 
have become cognisant of the convenience and comfort 
of this line, a considerable traffic with the North is 
conducted both in passengers and goods. The station is 
situated behind the palatial Great Central Hotel in the 
Marylebone Road. 
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
